At 1728 1.5.2. on 4 liovember 1953 I was flying in the rear cockpit 
of a T=6, altitude wae 2,500feeb, atmoaph eric conditions were 
clesr, ‘the weather station was reporting 1500 feet scattered and 
4000 feet brokea to overcast, 


I observed a bricht light as we were flying on a heading of approxi- 
mately 360 degrees, Our position at this time was approximately 

20 miles orth of Presque isle AVB, The light appeared at a 

7 O'Clock position, olevatiom approximately 25 degrees, Upon initial 
observation of the light it was white in color and appeared to be 
an alrcraf® position light. It soon became apparent that the light 
was not an aircraft position light but appeared to be stationary 

or moving very slowly, Its bearing was approximatley 250 degrees 
from Limestone AFB and approximately 245 degrees from Presque Isle 
AGB, These headings were determined by turning the aircraft to 
poimt toward the light and reading the aircraft compass, 


The ligat descended toward the horizon and disappeared sfiter having 
been under constant observation for a period of approximately 35 
minutes, ‘he color of the light changed from red to oranges to 
blue-green to white, The sequence of color change was not recorded, 


Later, i observed a star enter the haze layer and although ite Licht 
was not as bright as the original light, it resembled it very imch, 
it is my opinion that the light 1 observed originally wan a star or 
planet with the light reZracted through the sarth's atmosphere,

On 4 Novesiber 1952 at 22302 while flying a 7-6 aircraft at 2,590 feet 
in the vichhty of Caribou, liaine 1 observed a bright light to the Weat 
just above a bank of low clouis, ‘he lizht appeared to change colors 
from read te blie to white. I queried Captain Pagan who was flying with 
ne, and aeked him if he saw it too; he did. I then contacted the G1 
controller at Caswell, Maine, and reported the situation to him, He 
claimed that he had ne targets in that area (ayproximately 250° magnetic 
from the city of Garibou), I flew about forty (40) miles in the direc- 
tion of the light, and then returned. 


I have no idea of the size, shape or altitude of the object axcept that 
it appeared approximately 10° above the horizon, I do net imow how far 
oway it was, or if it was moving.

1 first came inte contact with the strange lizht at 1736 L when a To6 
flying in the local area at Presque Isle advised the tower that to the 
West of the station there appeared to be a bright light of various 
colors, To me it appeared too large to be a stag, and the colors of 
red, amber and green stood out very shapp, I thought at first that it 
could be a flare, but it appeared too large for that, 


Nowtheast Airlines flight 12 comming inte Presque Isle also observed 
the light, but later said it was probably only a star, Within the tine 
that I observed the light it disappeared and resvpeared several times; 
this fact made me disbelieve it was a star, Yor a while it was sta~ 
tionary, and then it appeared toe meve and change altitude very rapidly. 
i could in no way determine its altitude or distance from the station, 
but saw it Zirst in the West, and then in the Northwest, 
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
